FTER being out one hour and thirty-five minutes the jury found on the first bal- 
lot that Eugene Schmitz, once the idol of San Francisco, was guilty of extortion. 


The brief time required to reach the verdict was a surprise to all connected with the 
sensational trial, and Heney, the chief figure in the prosecution, was absent when the 
jui'y reported. The spectators were jubilant, while the'convicted mayor betrayed no 
emotion-. He still declares himself guiltless and will fight to the last resort. He was 
ordered into the custody of the sheriff, but his attorneys will applyfor bail. Judge 
Dunne will pronounce sentence on June 27.
